Palm Springs Shriners, m em -*a bronze plaque in Shrine au d i­ 
torium , and all contributors of 
$1,000 or over w ill have their 
nam es on a sim ilar plaque in 
bers of A1 M alaikah Tem ple, to­ 
day wrere urged to aid in an in­ 
tensive cam paign to raise $1,500,­ 
000 for the Los Angeles unit 
of th e Shriners hospital for C rip­ 
pled Children, in a directive from 
Stanton A. B runer, general chair­ 
man. 
B runer’s appeal 
to local 
Nobles declared that it was the 
am bition of Potentate Elm er P . 
Brom ley to lay the cornerstone 
to th e hospital during the year 
of his potentate, w hich expires 
in January, 1948. 
Plans w ere discussed at the 
Slirine cerem onial here A pril 26 
for th e hospital and one of the 
floats in the parade was a model 
of the proposed institution. 


THE SITE, in the heart of Los 
Angeles, has already been pur­ 
chased, w here crippled children, 
regardless of race, color or creed 
will be received, the only re­ 
quirem ent being th at they are 
under 14 years of age and that 
their parents are unable to af­ 
ford th e necessary medical tre a t­ 
m ent and hospitalization. 
This will be the 16th of sim ilar 
Shriners hospitals, the first of 
which was built at Shreveport, 
Louisiana in 1922. All contribu­ 
tors w ill have their names in­ 
scribed in the Golden Book, which 
will have a prom inent place in 
the hospital. All Shriners who 
secure subscriptions of $1,000 or 
over will have their nam es on 


Shrine auditorium . 


A WAITING LIST of approxi­ 
m ately 
2000 
crippled 
children 
who need the treatm ent that this 
hospital 
will 
offer, is already 
compiled. Motion pictures will be 
available to show w hat has been 
accomplished, and an extensive 
speakers bureau has been organ­ 
ized under direction of Superior 
Judge Charles N ew ell Cam s of 
Los Angeles county to carry the 
message far and w ide throughout 
A1 M alaikah’s territory. 
C hairm an B runer pointed out 
th at not one cent of contributions 
would be used for prom otional 
expense, a special fund haying 
been established by A1 M alaikah 
tem ple to defray all campaign ex ­ 
penditures.

THE BRIEFS as filed by Mr.

In the latter event the 
defendent will then be committed 
to the county jail to serve the 
five days imposed by the Judge 
here or a total of thirty days if 
the $200 fine is not paid. 
Sarthou has declared that he 
will appeal the verdict if upheld 
by the Superior Court, but in 
this action, it was pointed out 
that any appeal to still a higher 
court would not be permitted. 


MEANWHILE, there are two 
other trials Sarthou has yet to 
face. One is another charge of 
disturbing the peace and the sec­ 
ond one that of driving an auto­ 
mobile while under the influence 
of intoxicating liquors. 


At the time the motion for a 
new trial and arrest of judgment 
was being argued in Judge Ther- 
ieau’s court, Doughtery pleaded 
for a change of venue on the 
grounds that a sufficient number 
of prospective jurymen without 
prejudice could not be obtained 
in Palm Springs at this time of 
the year. 
Judge Therieau granted this 
plea Concurring with the defense 
that to fill jury panels for the 
two succeeding trials would be 
almost impossible, and transferred 
both cases to Justice of the Peace 
George W ing’s court in Banning.

The doctor who gave 
Sarthou his sobriety test, all of 
the witnesses in the case, will all 
be present in Banning on trial 
day and the case will be heard 
by a jury composed entirely of 
Banning residents. 
This is much to the liking of 
Sarthou, who has openly declared 
that he did not receive a fair 
trial here at the hands of the 
jurymen who heard the evidence 
in his first trial and the judge 
to render the verdict.
